■ The directors of the Bank of British 
Columbia, at their recent meoting in 
London, in submitting to tho share- 
holders the statement of accounts for 
• tho half-year ending 30th Juno last, 
have to report that after paying all 
charges and deducting rebate of inter- 
eat on bills not duo, tho balance at the 
credit of profit and loss account at that 
date was £15,490 13s. lOd., which they 
proposed to appropriate as follows, viz., 
£2,050 in payment of a dividend for 
the half-year at the rate of 5 per cent, 
per annum (free of income-tax), leaving 
86,840 133. lOd. to bo carried for- 
ward. 

A curious will case has just been 
decided in Dublin. Miss Newport, 
of that city, who died last January 
very wealthy, left all her money to 
charitable institutions. The will was 
contested on the ground of insanity. 
One proof of her madness was her fond- 
ness for cat^ and her treatment of a 
colony of those animals which she kejiL 
on her premises. One of her habit.s 
was to assemble the feline crowd in 
tho garden and engage tliem in con- 
troversial exercises. They were so 
many that she could not tell without 
reference to' a memorandum book bow 
large their number was. Her ambition 
was to have a cat for every day in the 
wfek, including Sundays. She used to 
bo much distressed because of the 
scampish conduct of some of her cats, 
which remained out at nights, and wero 
otherwise irregttlar in their habits. At 
tho controversial meeting she would as- 
semble as many as were at hoius and 
could be induced to attend in the gar- 
den, and there read portions of Scrip- 
ture to them " to convert them," she 
said, "from their wicked course of life." 
She started controversial points for 
their instruction and dismissed them 
with prayer. She was so thoroughly 
identified with her cats that it was her 
delight to go about tho room on all 
fours mewing for milk. Once, when 
found purring under tho jtiano and re- 
monstrated with, she put up her back 
and spat at the intruder like a veritable 
tabby in a temper. There was evidence 
to show that, after this, she put oil' the 
cat, went out dressed like a lady, 
and overhauled her butchwr's bill. 
But ' the jury couldn't get over tho 
garden scenes wii h the cats of irregular 
habita, and bo they found that Miss 
Nowporit.was mad when she made her 
will, and 'the eleven poor relations have 
■ divided her money between thorn. 

The Papal Allocution ef the 29th of 
June attributed all tho recent atteinjits 
against the lives of rulers to the Re- 
formation. "Never," says a Berlin 
newspaper, " has greater provocation 
been received by thoProtestant Church." 
Thiaalloiutibn prodaoed far greater 
ofleot in Germany than in Italy. The 
Germans remind the Pope of liavaillnc, 
of Jacques Clement, of the night of 
Saint Bartholomew, of the WaUlcnsos, 
the Albigenses, of the Borgiaa and tlu' 
Bourbon.s, to prove that all regicides, 
massacres and outrar;es are not the out 
growth of Protestanism. 

One fine summer's morning, thirteen 
vears ago, when the German gamViling 
season wos at its height, the late M. 
and Madame Blanc started from 
Wiesbaden at an early hour to spend 
the day at Homburg. Upon arriving 
at their destination, Madame Blanc 
discorered that she had left her parasol 
at home, and insisted that her husband 
should buy ber a new one. Somewhat 
reluctantly he invested eighty francs in 
a parasol of great fashion and beauty, 
but forthwith resolved to recoup him- 
self Bo unwonted an extravagance at the 
tables. Accordingly ho walked straight 
into the Convcrsations-Saal devoted to 
trentoet-quarante and took up a 
strategic position to the right of tho 
chief croupier. His appearance created 
a lively sen.sation. J lalf-a-dozen chairs 
were obsequiou.sly proliercd to him by 
tho ofiicial, but he declined them upon 
tho ground that he only intended to re- 
fuain at the table for a minute or two, 
it would not be worth his while to sit 
down. He then addressed himself to 
the" enterprise of recovering tho prko 
of hia wife's new parasol, by setting 
two louia on the black. Black won ; 
whereupon, taking up his gains, ho left 
bis original , titako. on the table and lost 
"tho next coup. These altcrriationa 
went on for some time, never one leav- 



ing hira eighty francs — tho sinn be had 
resolved to win — to the good. By-and- 
bye a vein set in against him. He 
called for a chair, sat down, uiid pro- 
duced hia pockot-book. Presently, his 
fuuds heingexhausted, ho began to 
borrow from the bank. Hour after 
hour, leith brief and intermittent 
flashes of luck, delusively encouraging 
him to persist, he strove to pay for the 
para.sol at tho expense of his own in- 
stitution. When, however, the tables 
closeil at oloven ji.iu., M. Blanc founil, 
to hia extreme vexation and disgust, 
that his wife's forgotfnlneas had cost 
him exactly three thousand six hundred 
and forty pounds. 

Our FulsUo Schools. 

To TUE Editoii. — On Sunday morn- 
ing last appeared a letter signed "Poii'.t 
Blank" in which some hard things 
wero said against the public school .sys- 
tem as it exists in this province. On 
first sight I thought the writer had gone 
rather far in the ilirrction of denunci- 
ation, but the more 1 have thought on 
the subject the more convinced I am 
that there is only too much truth in 
what he has said touching tho Godless 
character of our public schools. So far 
aa our public school system is concern- 
ed it cannot bo denied that the child- 
ren who attend those sshools aro being 
put through a course of iiistructionfrom 
which they will graduate as so many 
cultivated heathen. By authority 
of the legislature and the oxjjress 
injunctions of the superintendent of 
education tho Bible and every semb- 
lance of Christianity are banished from 
the schools, as if the ])recopts of the 
one wero calculated to blast tho moral 
and spiritual growth of the children, 
and the other to sap tho very founda- 
tion upon which society is based. As 
a plea in justification of this bcatlieniz- 
ingsystem of education we arc told "that 
history proves we cannot condone sec- 
tarianism for tho evil it has wrought; 
it is therefore just and right to preclude 
the possibility of its making state edu- 
cation the arena for manifold strife." 
The author of tho above quotation 
ought to know, and I feel it to bo no 
want of charity to say he does know, 
that it is quite possible to conduct ])ub- 
lic schools on Christian prineijjlos with- 
out making them "the arena for mani- 
fold strife." The Irish national school 
system, and the school system of the 
I)rovince of Ontario, have established 
this fact beyond tho power of anyone 
to gainsay. Under both these systems 
tho principles of our common Christian- 
ity aro recognized and the children in- 
structed therein. True, tho narrow 
f)rinciplcs of sectarianism are uot in- 
cluded, nor should they be; but those 
[jrincijjlcs or beliefs which are held and 
tr.ught in common by all denomina- 
tions of Christians should at least be 
rocogiiized, if not dogmatically taught 
in tho public achool.s. Cannot our child- 
ren boallowed to read that "God is love;" 
that "In Him we live and move and 
have our being;" that "Llod sent his 
only begotten son into the world that 
we might live through him;" that "if 
God so loved us we ought to love one 
anotherj" and "to do unto others aa wo 
would wish to bo done by," without 
incurring the risk of kindling into a 
blaze the tires of sectarian strife aiul 
bitterness? There is not a body of 
Christians in existence that does not 
recognize tho above as fundamental 
principles of their creed and to disbe 
lieve any one ot them is to step out- 
side the pale of Christianity. But the 
objector will ask what about Jews and 
Pagans in our midst ? iVIust not their 
peculiar views he respected t Certain- 
ly, but not to the extent of ignoring 
our Christianity. If they have con 
scientious scrujilea against their child- 
being instructed in iho principles of 
Christianity the children of such par- 
ents should be permitted to retire dur- 
ing tho reading of Bcrii)turo le.ssoni or 
any other exercises of a Christian 
character that might form a part of 
daily instruction. But under no pre- 
tonso whatev«r should it be put in tho 
power of "Point Blank" or anyone else 
to s'ly that the public schools of this 
[jrovince are absolutely and unequivo 
cally Godless in principle and practice. 
That there are such now is but too true. 
The time is not far distant when Chris- 
tian parents will demand a change and 
that change must come. I advocate 
no sectarian .system of instruction, but 
on tho other hand I protest against 
what is a still greater evil, the convert- 
ing our public schools into nurseries of 
infidelity, from which the rising gen- 
eration are to be sent forth destitute of 
a knowledge of Qod and to all intents 
and purposes educated heathens.

with France ileals a coup d>'. yrace to tlio 
expectations of those wlio hoiiod against 
hope that the statesmen of the republic 
would modify their extravagant de- 
inand.s. Tho I-'ronch govennnent, it 
.■seems, were ready to resume in Paris 
the negotiationsintorrupted some weeks 
ago in London, and suggosted tho 22nd 
of August as the day for starting. Tiioy 
acCbnspanied their invitation, however, 
with certain proposals with roferenco 
to the duties on iron and on cotton 
uiid woolen goods. Tier Majesty's niin- 
isters wore prepared to accept lliosc as 
a basis fordiscuasiou, but coupled witli 
their asseut tho condition tlmt tlie 
existing treaty should be I'xtiMuled for 
a period of three mouLlis. The French 
declined to admit tlie condition and the 
negotiations liave, therefore, fallen 
through, and there seonus to be little or 
no prospect of their being i-onewed. 
! Great Britain i.i thus brought face to 
face -with tlio fact tlmt the jireseiit 
treaty-expires next Nov«Mnbcr,aiul there 
is seemingly no chance of any otlicrtak- 
iiig its place. Kiiglish good.s after that 
date will therefore enter Fiance, when 
they enter at all, subject to tiie pro 
hibitory duties of the geupral taritV. 
As the British trade with the French 
will in consequence be greatly curtail- 
ed, if not destroyed, it is certain that 
we thall largely cea.se to im|)art Kreiicli 
goods and product.s in e.vchange. It is 
significant that tho chaiujnons of "free 
imports" who have discoursed «t/ ikiu- 
seam on the advantage of excessive im- 
ports now proclaim that the ces.'iation 
of exports from England to Trance 
must destroy the British import trade 
from France, which ought not, surely, to 
be the case, if their former ileclaiations 
on the tho subject were well founded. 
It is, so far, sati.sfactory to be told, af- 
ter all the statements of the great bent^ 
fits England won through the l''reiich 
treaty, that Franco will suffer a great 
deal more than Englaml through the 
rupture of tho trading arrangements. 
The French, we know, do not l)elieve 
so, for they have been under the im- 
pression that the precise converse of 
of that "will be true; and they have 
been taught this by the seeming anxiety 
of the English government to have a 
new treaty. Mr. Gladstone's eagerness 
to proffer a reduction of the wine 
duties the moment he caino into ofTico 
lost year confirmed Iheni in their be- 
lief and led to the unfavorable cliango 
which took place in the attitude of 
Franco and the abandonment of the 
conciliatory terms which .M. Lkon Sav 
had previously suggested. L'luler these 
circumstances the present government 
must be held in a great measure respon- 
sible for the present failure and for 
whatever losses will result. On the 
other hand England will be glad that 
it has recovered its fiscal fret.'doin, even 
at some cost, and no long time is likely 
to elapse before demands are raised 
that the government shall make jrrompt 
use of its restored freedom in the in 
tercst of English trade.

Will Gultoau bo Suns: ? 

T'o TiiK Editou: — Few persons woultl 
hesitate to answer this question in the 
affirmative, and likely, scaroB one could 
be found either here or throughout tho 

American nation who would not wil- 
lingly — if the lot fell to him — consent 
to become the exoeutioner of the mis- 
erable wretch who cruel mania for 
notoriety has intlii :ed such terrible 
sorrow, not only on a whole mighty 
nationality, but as well on the whole 
civili/cd world. Outlaw is law, and 
even though this fellow is to be tried in 
a court of justice, in a country where it 
would bo impossible to empanel a jury 
of twelve men, either of whom would 
allow himself for one moment to cher- 
ish any sympathy for the prisoner at 
tho bar, it actually seems absurd to be 
obliged to recognize the ])robabi!ity that 
notwithstanding all the terrible animus 
of the nation and the world, and not- 
withstanding ^tlie- intehsit.^ of 'feeling 
pervading all hearts inimical to the 
interests of tlii.s would-be assa.ssin, 
Guiteau can never legally be pro- 
nounced a murderer, and therefore, un- 
less lyiieh law intervene, can never be 
hung. Unfortunately law is not always 
justice, and righteous laws must of 
necessity he so framed as to make the 
presitleiu's life of no greater import 
than that of the humblest citizen. 
The |iarticular incidents connected with 
the shooting some few years ago of tlit! 
the then po|)ulnr Jim Fiske by Stokes, 
on the stairs of a leading hotel in New 
York are not under the hand of the 
writer at this nioniont, but it will be 
remembered that the case was in its 
leading features peenliarly ]iarallel ti") 
tiiat of Pre.sident (larllclil, an 1 vet 
"\\'ns Stokes hung/' The testimony in 
reference to the shooting, tho idenii 
(ication of the would-be murderer, the 
vile intent, the murderous purpose, the 
malice prepense, were clear and conclu 
sive, but there were extenuating r'w 
cunistanccs, and it became questionable 
whether, after all, Stokes was the 
direct or immediate cause of the 
death of Fiske. The shooting 
was not immediately fatal; iiioat 
eminent medical and surgical aid was 
promptly rendered and Fiske lingered 
but a few liours. Hut between the 
shooting and the death there interven- 
ed sulTioient time to allow of dosing \<w 
the doctors; and jnC'r[)hiiie was inject- 
ed to deaden the nervous susceptibili- 
ties niid quiet the pain, opiates were 
administered to produce sluinljur, drug 
ging in other ways resnr(e<l to and 
stimulants given, until it aeluallv bi.' 
eamo a matter for earnest consider 
ation whether drugopathy had not more 
to do with tho death than Stokes, Even 
tho doctors difTercd, and there were 
those among them — eminent men -who 
doubted, and some, too, expressed opin- 
ions relative to Fi.ske's medical treat 
ment so directly adverse as to lead 
many sensible persons to avow that the 
whole drug-medical .system was a farce 
and an imposition. Fiske was a man 
of good vital organization, and it was 
proved almost beyond a doubt to all 
others than fatalists or jiredestinarians 
that even without medical aid of aiiv 
kind death from the wound need not 
necessarily have ensueil for many days 
or, perhaps, weeks or months, if at all. 
President Garfinld's case has even more 
extenuating circumstances attemling it 
than that of Fiske. Fiske lingered a 
few hours, Garfield for months, (lui 
teau must now come forth to stand his 
trial under the awful gaze of tliousnnds 
of his enraged countrymen. He exults 
in his crime and glories in his heartless 
act, as though he had rescued his coun- 
try from irretreivable disgrace and rum; 
but the ]ieople, to a man, view his pur- 
poses and act as fiendish and diabolical, 
and consider hanging too good for such 
an arch fiend as he really is, and yet 
"Will Guiteau be hung?" Let us see. 
As in the case of Fiske the evidence of 
the doctors will be conflicting. Weareall 
familiar with the fact that at the very 
outset a fearful jealousy arose out of 
an e.xciteable struggle between two or 
more rival physicians who wished to 
control the case. Eminent counsel 
will, of course, act for tlie prisoner. 
All tho evidence in his favor will be as 
carefully produced as though he were 
the most innocent man on earth, and 
there will be a host of witnesses from 
tho ranks of even drug medi(.'al men — 
allopaths — (rontriirii-L CDiilrarlU ntntii- 
liir) who will testify that in their hon- 
est opinion.s, much of the treatment 
was far from being even justifiable 
under the immediate circumstances; 
and there will be ])hysicians of the 
honneopathic school, {simUia simili/ina 
ciirantur) who will denounce the whole 
a!lo[iathic course; and physicians of the 
hygeio-therapeutic school {tiatitrafia 
nalnrus curanlttr) who will declare that 
the whole method of drugopathy is 
contrary to common sense, and entirely 
irreconcileablo with tlie teachingn 
of nature, and assert tlutir firm belief 
that, considering tho president's abun 
dant vitality at the time of the shooting, 
if left entirely to the vis-medicatrix, 
nature and a skillful surgeon he might 
with great probability and po.ssibility 
have recovered. The diagnosing drug 
ging, d iotetics, enemata, stimulation, and 
indeed tho whole course pursued, may 
be seriously called in question, and 
from tho drug school itself may be 
brought professor Evans, M.D., F. U.S., 
who says: "The medical practice of our 
day has neither philosophy nor com- 
mon sense to commend it toconfidence." 
Next, professor Rainage, M.D., F. U.S., 
who .says: "I fearlessly assert that in 
most cases the patient would be safer 
without a physician than witti one;' 
next Dr. Francis Cogswell, of Boston, 
who says: "It is my linn belief that if 
the medical profesiiioit with its pre 
va.ling mode of practice were absolute 
ly abolished, mankind would be infinitely 
the gainer." Next, Dr. James Johnson, 
F. U.S., editor of tho i\ledico Clnrurgi- 
cal Review, who says: "1 declare as my 
conscientious conviction, founded on 
long exi)erience and reflection, that if 
thero were not a single ])liysiciari, 
surgeon, chemist, apothecary, druggist 
or drug on the face of the earlji, there 



would be less sickness and le.ss mortal- 
ity than now prevail;" next, Professor 
Frank, M.D., London, who says: 
"Thousands are annually slaughtered 
in the quiet sick room." 

There may be some uho will testify 
that if the president had ai ted as 
Charles O'Connor, the ccdelirated New 
York lawyer did, wlmn pronounced by 
his pln'sicians at the point of death, 
or as the Prince of Wales did when 
lying in a dreadfully iirecarious con- 
dition at Saiuiringhaui, and had eutire- 
ly discarded the medicines, the cliances 
were indeed favorable for his recovery. 
And hygienic jihysicians will say that 
tbo poor president was stimulateil with 
a whiBkey|diet, as the poor tired hors^ 
is stimulated with the whip, opiates 
were given him to re[)re.'is the fever the 
stimulant had created; and w hen quiet 
and rest wore most iinjieratively neces- 
sary he was beset by day and by night 
by the medical attemlants to discover 
the condition of his pulse' and tempera 
ture, and alisohitely

occasion to commemorate the sad event. 

Aa soon as the sad intelligence of the 
president's death rwiched mo the flags of 
H. M. ships in Eaquimalt and those at 
tho government establishment were order- 
ed to be half maated, and they will remain 
80 till after the funeral has taken place. 
It will bo a molancholy satisfaction tu 
niotojoin you and your countrymen in 
the expression of yourreapect and grief at 
tho loss tho American nation is called on to

It was moved, seconded and carried 
iiuunimously that the secretary forward a 
letter of thanks to Captain Stephens for 
his kind and sympathetic Icttor and for 
his great mark of esteem in ordering 100 
minute guns to bo fired on the 2Gth inst. 

Preamble and resolutions were read and 
adopted as follows : 

Preamble: — Whereas in the dc;ilh of our 
President, Jas. A. Garfield, wo have with 
unfeigned sorrow to mourn the loss of 
one whoso mental qualifications and vir- 
tues constituted him an honor to our 
country. His elevated chai'uctor made 
him a chief magistrate of great usefulness, 
u man unselfiBh and without blemish. 
The purity, justice, gentloneaa and 
strength of his whole character haa added 
uow lustre to tho Ainericau name. So 
marked and individualized were his char- 
acteristics that his identification trith 
measures of importance to the State was 
a bond of public coiifidonce. It is fitting 
therefore that wo, who are debarred by 
foreign renidcnce from active participa- 
tion, should join in an e.xprossion of tlio 
sad sentiments of aynipathy it awake-o in 
our minds and of those who share in tho 
bereaTement.

Washington, Sept. 23. — The railway 
from Elberon to Washington was lineil 
with insignia of mourning. At all 
the stations minute guns were fired and 
bells tolled. The funeral train reached 
Washington at 2 o'clock yesterday. The 
remains were carried to the rotunda of 
the capital where they now lie in state 

WAsniNOToN, Sept 23, . 1. 30 p. m. — 
The funeral ceremonies were concluded 
at about 3 o'clo.:'. this afternoon. The 
casket was at once removoii to the 
hearse at the east front of the capitol. 
The hear.se, whicli was followed by a 
long train of carriages two abreast, and 
the military, marched up the avenue to 
the depot and dispersed and the casket 
was at once taken to the train in wait 
ing at the Baltimore and Potomac de- 
pot. The sidewalks of the avenue and 
the intersecting street corners aro 
crowded by thousands of spectators. 
The farewell train left Washington at 
,'). 15 and Baltimore at 6.46 o'clock. 

Clkveland, Sept. 23. — A programme 
of music for tho funeral Monday was 
adopted asjfollows: Beethoven's funeral 
march; hymn, "Thou art gone to the 
grave but we will not deplore thee;" 
"I yield my spirit,"' and Garfield's fav- 
orite beginning, "Ho, reapers of life's 
harvest, why stand with rusted blades 
until night draws round thee and day 
begins to fade." The iniiin decorations 
consist of magnificent arches, one at 
each end of Monumental Park, two at 
tho corner of Euclid avenue, two on 
the corner of Erie and Superior and 
one at tho entrance to Lakeview ceme- 
tery. Draped banners stretch across 
tho principal streets bearing mottoes 
and quotations from the illustrious 
dead. 

Mrs. Garfielil to day e.xpressed her 
sincere desire not again to seo the 
White House where she passed so many 
days of sorrow and anxiety, and will 
not visit it whilo in the city but re- 
main at the residence of MacVeagli. 

Washingto.n, Sept, 23. — Gen. Slier 
man is one of tho guard.s of honor tn 
accompany the remains of the late iircs 
ident of the United States from the 
national capital to Cleveland and to 
continue with Uieni until they are con- 
signed to their final resting place.
